CONCERN IN SUIT BY AUTHOR 


Holds Story Cannot Be 
and Renamed If He Objects, 
Unless by Contract.

| Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The 
right of an author to insist that 
the moving picture version of his 
story follow the plot of the orig- 
inal, and not be camouflaged by 


| the introduction of different narra- 


tive material and a new title, was 
unanimously upheld yesterday by 
the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court. 

Frank L. Packard, who wrote 
‘The Iron’ Rider,” sued the Fox 
Film Co. for $75,000 on two causes 
of action because he alleged that 
the company had presented an en- 
tirely different story in the mov- 
ing picture which bore his name 


'and had changed the name from 


“The Iron Rider’ to “Smiles Are 
Trumps.” He sued for $50,000 for 
the use of the alleged foreign ma- 
terial and for $25,000 for the 
change of title. 

The Appellate Division's opinion, 
written by Supreme Court Justice 
Merrell, upheld decisions of the 
lower courts denying the film com- 
pany a dismissal of the actions on 
the pleadings... 

“The law is ‘well settled,” Justice 
Morrell wrote, “that the author 
of a literary work possesses a prop- 
erty right therein and that such 
property right is subject to pur- 
chase and sale the same as any oth- 
er form of personal property, and is 
subject to the same rules that gov- 
ern the sales of other forms of 
personal property. 

“Whatever rights the defendant 
acquired to use said . story were 
limited to the terms of the con- 
tract. When defendant exceeded 
the rights thus arquired and used 
plaintiff's name in connection with 
an entirely different story, de- 
fendant was appropriating some- 
thing that it had not purchased 
from the plaintiff and for which it 
had given the plaintiff no value.” 

The effect of the ruling is to re- 
quire that both causes of action 
be tried by jury.
